CORRESPONDENCE OF NAPO- 
LEON AND JOSEPHINE. 

We this week present to the readers 
of the Court Journal, the first portion 
of the private correspondence of Napo- 
leon and Josephine, authorized by the 
lady in whose hands the manuscript let- 
ters were deposited at the death of the 
late Empress of France. 

If the historian and the philosopher 
seek to ascertain the general influence 
which great men exercise over their 
contemporaries and posterity, there ts 
acuriosity no less laudable which loves 
to penetrate the secret recesses of their 
hearts, to examine their private feelings 
and observe how they may have been 
modified by ambitious projects of ex- 
alted destiny. 

This curiosity, we venture to affirm, 
will be amply gratified by a perusal of 
the following letters. They may be re- 
garded as revealing the character of 
Napoleon in its true and natural light. 
They show how the General, the Con- 
sul, and the Emperor felt and spoke, 
when unrestrained by the official for- 
mality of speeches and proclamations,he 
indulged in the expression of warm and 
passionate affection. 

We need ne remarks on the style of 
these letters, nearly every one of which 
bears testumony of having been written 
in the hurry and negligence of the most 
confidential correspondence. They are 
without ecrrection, and in several in- 
stances the reader will observe that the 
dates are wanting. 

The correspondence is divided into 
four parts, viz: the letters of General 
Buonapart, those of the First Consul, 
those of the Fitiperot, and these-ofthe 
Empress. A perusal of the latter will 
enable the reacer to judge ofthe authen- 
ticity of some of the published letters 
addressed to Josephine. 

We propose to continue the follow- 
ing correspondence through several suc 
ceeding numbers of the Court Journal.

When shall I, free from all 
care and inqiuetude, pass my life with 
‘bee, having nothing to think of but 
the happiness of telling you, and prov- 
ing to you that I love you? I will send 
you your lerse, but hope that you 
Wil soon rejoin me. I thought I loved 
you before our parting; but since then 
i feel that I love you a thousand times 
more. My atfection for you increases 
every day; which proves how erroneous 
is La Bruyere’s maxim—i’amour vient

Measures 
have been taken which it is believed 
will ensure the speedy delivery of the 
Florida archieves to the U. States. 

The second and third instalments
